There arc. roundly speaking, 3.'), 000 
coal miners in western I'ennsplvania, 
aad 20,000 in neighboring Onio. As 
many as 20,000 are nho in West V'ir 
gioia and hard by the same number in 
lUioois. Tb«a 95,000 slaves of the 
lampara to lapresoatai^ the bread 
winners for fill! 800,000 of our peo 
pie. And what I set down as ot hard 
ship and starvation aod overriding 
wrong in the grimy casso I have visit 
ed, exists also in devil'K iliiplicate 
throughout all coal mine regions. 
What is bid in tbo Ptttrirarg district, 
where 18,000 of the 3r),000 miners 
of Western Pennsylvania dig and 
sweat o«t their dim lives is equally ex 
tant as an evil wherever by drift or 
shaft the hunt for coal is made. 

Fourteen mileo ftom Pittsburgh, I 
traveled seeking among the lamp lit 
mines for that "prosperity" of McKin 
ley's that certainly one found no trace 
of OB the earth's iprfiwo horsabout, 
whoroof aaoofkotory aod foroaoo ooo 
half are sick aod .one half dead, and 
none of them healthy at alL Yes, I 
sought "prosperity" in tbo bowob of 
the earth, for it might make its lair 
among the mines. I went to Moons 
Hun, aod Toms Boo, aad Poiater's 
Hun. On Moons H in, with twelve 
hundred miners and three times 
maoy folk, Uttlo aad old, Uviog by 
the mines, I found men and women 
aod children, not in wan^exactly, — 
that would not bo tbo story-^l fband 
them starving. 

These people were thin, and pinch 
ed, and eaten by need of food. One 
might toll it in their drawn faci«, 
with skins like parchment. One might 
see it in their eyes, large and wild 

lullieo of theeo laino folk. There bad 
been .lo work fur in nitli'" and mmlhs 
aod months. There were households 
of five, and sis, aod eight, the aggre 
gate earnings or gettings of any oue 
of which had not reached 1100 dur 
ing tba twdva flumthi fast past. And 
in many an ioataooo oot a splinter, 
not a penny of this had these mfao 
people seen and handled. "Tho COB 
paoy" bad sopped it up for what they 
"owed at the store" or fbr root of a 
company liourtf (hovel) before even it 
was earned. How these folks had li 
fad I know not— tboj know not them

Chief among 
the laws reaponsible for transferring 
the property from the many to> tbe 
(ewrli our financial law, Money is 
a midium of exchange akd a meas 
lire of values, A« a measore of val 
lit 8 I will only deal with it now. ' 

I'ulcr liimetallism gold and silver 
were both primary money. Tbe tbe 
ory of binetallism is gold and eilver 
com] eting with each other to supply 
the demand for primary money. If 
one grew soarss we need the other, 
if one was comsNd we need tbe otb 
er. So two aietals suds^a better 
etandard than OBS, aad hi sU the ban 
dreds of years the- wsie ossd tbey 
never varied three per cent. From 
18M to 18T8 there was neany three 
dollars of gold with one to silver ml 
ued, and notwithstanding the produe 
tioD the mstals were kept within 3 
per cert of each other. All the gold 
available for money can be put on 
this stage. The aupply is limited, 
and the demand Axes its value. Un- 
der bimetallism supply and demand 
were at work on both of the metals, 
and rn account of tbe demand tbey 
arose in about tbe same degree; and 
when ellver Was demonetized the de 
mand was made for gold and it went 
up. There are 23 2 grains of gold 
in a dollar and no matter bow much 
it will buy it is still called a dolUr. 
Suppose all the gold in the world 
was destroyed except the gold in one 
thousand gold dollars— it ^will be un 
necessary for me to say that one of 
It one thousand gold dollars 
would buy the State ot Kentucky, 
ajd the next morning you could read 
in tbe Courier-Journal that it was 
one of those blessings ot cheap pri- 
ces—Kentucky selling tor 90 cents. 
(Qreat appbMise). 

You call a horse a horse, no mat 
ter how much he may be worth, and 
BO with >oar dolUr. It is the pri- 
mary dollar that Axes tbe value of 
tbe representative dollar. When sil- 
ver was demonetised tbe demand wa« 
place 1 on gold, and that is responsi 
Ole tor the fall of prices. We eay 
tbs sea risss aad ssis, but It is not 
80, and the people speak of money 
ia incorrectly — they have referred to 
a rise in money as a fall la tbe pri. 
cea. vVbat does the fall of prices 
mean? Mone^ is a necessity. Under 
« fall of prloea you are compelled to 
contract debts, la 1873 debti of tbe 
people amounted to •ti,UOO,000,OUO, 
and now it is shoal 140,000.000.. 
OoO Falling prices have caused this 
The me.-obant of fifteen years ago 
wb« oetd ae debt has bad to meet 
the couipetltion and now he ie oom- 
polled to go to his banker. What 
this asMir It Msaas under fal 
ling prices we can not pay those 
debts. It means tbe confiscation of 
pMpsrtj. tbe borrowing of new 
money, to pay old debts. Under a 
civilisation that recognizes debte as 
the eoatraotion of money falling pri 
ceamsinihe galUoliBa tothapso 
pie.
